IN GRAVEL WAR 


Steve Hathaway, operator of 
the Salem Street gravel pit, 
and also operator of the boot- 
leg gravel pit behind the 
Snyder property on Andover St. 
has threatened the Selectmen 
and Acting Town Manager of 
Wilmington with lawsuits, if 
the town shuts off his latest 
gravel pit. 

‘The Selectmen of Wilmington, 
Monday night, instructed the 
Acting Town Manager to close 
off Hathaway's road through 
Town owied land ‘ using force 


if necessary’ 
Since then both sides have 
been huffing and puffing, with 
the ‘closing’ scheduled for 
Thursday morning, according to 
latest information. 

Hathaway was reported to have 
claimed that he was merely 
using an old right of way a- 
cross the town owned land, a 
statement which, if true, 
could poss‘bly lead to trouble 
for the Sélectmen’s estates.

PASE TWO 
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THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 

The calling of a Special Town Meeting, by 
the Board of Selectmen, for August 17th., was 
not a task of joy for that board. 

The trouble, long known to a few people in 
this town, was that the Finance Committee did 
not comply with all-details of the law, with 
respect to the annual Town Meet ing. 

But, before the people of Wilmington suc- 
cumb to the impulse to "jump on the Finance 
Committee let it be said that the law was a new 
one, and that it was a complicated one. Add 
this to the fact that the "warrant" from the 
Board of Selectmen is always delivered at the. 
last possible moment and it will be understood 
that the Finance Committee had its hands full. 
Let us not be too severe on these people. 

The law, of course, is the "Open Meeting 
Law" which in effect says that votes of any 
commit tee cannot be held behind closed doors. 

Our Finance Committee had a public hearing 
in the last week in February, and in the fol- 
lowing week held their discussion and vote. Be- 
cause they had not posted a notice of the sec- 
ond meeting the Bonding Attorneys have refused 
to validate the bonds for the new Police Sta- 
tion, and the new Highway Garage. 

So a new town meeting is required, to ratify 
the actions of the annual Town Meeting. 

And every town official, we can bet, will be 
walking on eggs for the next couple of weeks, 
to make sure he doesn't unknowingly make an er- 
ror to make this meeting invalid. 

. TWO VOTES 

In two separate votes, last week, a new mem- 
ber of the School Committee was elected, and a 
new Town Manager was elected. 

The voting for the School Committee member, 
Fred Melzar, was by ballot. The voting for the 
new Town Manager was in Executive Session of 
the Board of Selectmen, and hence was illegal 
according to the present statutes. We may ex- 
pect to see another vote, in this case. 

It was quite apparant during the vote for 
the School Committee that Mr. yelzar was the 
candidate of all of the Selectmen. Mr. Melzar 
had been a candidate for election twice, and 
had polled over 1500 votes on his last try. 

The School Committee, on the other hand, 
were quite split. 

They had originally offered ‘the position to 
Mrs.’ Dudley Buck, the widow of the deceased 
member, and she had refused. She told the 
School Committee, according to report, that her 
husband had once stated that he preferred Dr. 
William Widger, of Fairview Avenue, 
Kenneth yverson, of Chestnut Street. 


Dr.’ Iverson, who is, we believe of Assistant | 


Professorial rank at yqarvard, is not yet 
American citizen, and hence is not eligible 
hold office. 

Arthur V.° Lynch and Henry F.° Sullivan, 

the School Committee voted for Dr. Widger, 
at least spoke up for him. 
“The other three votes of the School Commit- 
tée, those of John Hartnett, Ernest Crispo and 
Eddie Page, were for Bob Hastings, former pres- 
ident of the Wilmington Boosters.’ 

In the fifth ballot two votes were changed, 
if we may so judge by the remark of Mr. Sulli- 
van.

Auditing 

We have received our annual 
copy of the State Audit of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
in the mail. It is nothing to 
get excited about - merely 
noting that the books are cor- 
rect, and nobody has been 
walking off with the assets. 
In fact there are only two 
noteworthy items, the first 
being that the Housing Author- 
ity has increased the sum of 
money for original deposit, in 
renting one of the Veteran's 
Houses, from $40 to $75. 

The second item seems to show 
a tremendous increase in as- 
sets, for the Old Age Housing 
project, - if aperson doesn’t 
have things explained. 

The Old Age Housing project 
started with a capital of 
$500,000, and, according to 
the books, usimg that money 
the WHA has sold investments 
to a total value of $899, 
009.81, which sounds like a 
real profitable operation, the 
only agency in town, one might 
say, that is making a profit. 
The answer to the riddle of 
how did they do it?’ is real- 
ly simple. 

Every three months the WA 
sold 90 day notes, for the 
balance of its cash in the 
treasury - a method of earning 
income which is quite common 
in all projects of this type. 
Over a series of three month 
periods they thus sold the 
same money several times, 
total of $889,009. 81. 

But the audit doesn’t state 
this - and without an explana- 
tion it would seem that the 
boys on the WHA are financial 
wizards. 


Railroad 

Every day or so we hear a 
new rumor about the B&M going 
to go back to the old tracks, 
in No. Wilmington.

The Federal Government thru 
appropriate begislation has 
recognized the serious prob- 
lems communities face in over- 
coming developmental defects 
that retard and stifle sound 
community growth. 

One specific aid is the law 
authorizing assistance to slum 
clearance and Urban Renewal 
under title I of the Housing 
Act of 1949, as amended. 

As a part of this Legislation 
Urban Renewal is a technique 
and a method that offers to 
any well managed community the 
opportunity to do something a- 
bout the areas that need renew 
al for promot ing sound commun- 
ity growth, 

It is, therefore, quite im- 
portant that there be a gener- 
al understanding by the citiz- 
ens of a community of the 
techniques and methods involv- 
ed in the Urban Renewal pro- 
gran being undertaken in diff- 
erent communities throughout 
the United States.

THE PLUNGER WOULDN’ T PLUNGE 

Bill Harrison, of Church St, 
local plumber spent the month 
of June building a submarine 
in his cellar. A man with a 
sense of humor, he named the 
craft the Plunger’, 

It is not designed to be a 
watertight craft, but rather 
to be operated by Scuba divers 
complete with face masks, etc. 
Let it be noted that the 
Plunger is not the first craft 
so built. Back in World WarfI, 
the Royal Italian Navy was 
fooling around with craft of 
this type, and they sank an 
Austrian warship, the Pola’. 

And in World War II the Ital- 
ians sank two British warships 
in the harbor of Alexandria, 
Egypt. 

Bill, in a manner of speaking 
was starting from scratch, He 
had the help of the Wilmington 
Seacraft Shop, all Scuba Boys, 
but he did most of the work 
himself. 


He designed two parts, to be

amateur boat builders) kmck a 
hole through the cellar wall. 

The Plunger is made of fiber 
glass, with a watertight air- 
tank each of about four cubic 
feet, forward and aft. Both 
can be flooded, the water 
being blown out afterwards by 
air from a cylinder with 2000 
pounds pressure, on which the 
operators sit. 

Propulsion was planned with 
a 6% inch propellor, driven by 
an electric motor. Two batter- 
ies, one four volt, and one 
six volt, capable of being 
connected separately or in 
series wuld provide the power 
The craft is steered by a de- 
vice which resembles an air- 
planes ‘joy-stick’. Twisting 
the handle turns the rudder, 
and pushing it forward makes 
the diving rudders theoretical 
ly cause the craft to dive. 

But Bill didn’t get his Cen- 
ter of Gravity properly fig- 
ured out. With two men in the 
craft the weights are so dis- 
tributed that the ‘downward’ 
forcds and the ‘upward’ forces 
are meeting in just about the 
same spot. 

The result was that, in naval 
parlance, the craft was 
‘neutral’ - nothing to keep it 
from turning over - after the 
air tanks had been flooded, 
that is. 

Bill and the Scuba boys tried 
out their craft, Sunday morndi 
ing, at McQuaid’s Beach, with 
Tom McQuaid providing one of 
his boats for sightszeing. 

The craft made 3.3 knots, in 
a trial run on the surface. It 
was a wonderful little boat. 

Then came the submerging 
trial. The air was forced out 
of the tans, too slowly for 
anyone in a hurry, and the 
boys started under. 

They started the motor. The 
Propellor, working on an un- 
stable craft, caused so much 
torque ‘twisting motion’ that 
the submarine just capsized. 
It’s back to the Drawing 
Boards for Bill’ s Plunger!

URBAN RENEWAL PLAN 
SENT BACK’FOR FURTHER 


‘STUDY 

The Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority, Tuesday evening, af- 
ter studying the plan for Ur- 
ban Renewal of Wilmington 
Square, sent it back for ‘fur- 
ther study’. 

Prepared by the Victor Gruen 
Associates of New York, and 
presented by David Rosen and 
William Hall, the plan divided 
the proposed Urban Renewal a- 
rea into roughly four dis- 
tricts - a business area in 
back of the Middlesex County 
Bank and Weinberg’s, 
large parking areas and malls 
and footwalks (2) an area a 
long Church Street, from Main 


which would have buildings e- 
rected for ‘Institutional’ 
purposes, ie social and fra- 
ternal, 
green lawn between the build- 
ings.

Rotary Park, and westwerd to 
the Wildcat Railroad the plan 
proposed housing, in both sin- 
gle and-multiple unit dwell- 
ings.

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TOW ENDEAVOURING TO 
HAVE ROADS REPAIRED 
Town Engineer George Maynard 
has written a letter to the 
State Engineer in charge of 


the Route 93 project, asking 
that repairs to Wilmington 
highways, damaged by trucks of 
the contractors, be expidited. 
The letter, read in the Sel- 
ectmen’s meeting Monday night, 
related that the Town Engineer 
and the Superintendent of High 
ways had surveyed the roads, 


and listed the damages done. 
Included in the list were: 
Andover Street, 4200 feet; Wo- 
burn Street 1500 feet and 2600 
feet; Route 62, 1500 feet (on 
way to No. Reading); West St. 
5000 feet; Grove Street 1000 
feet, and High Street 2200 
feet. 

The report listed each of the 
defects as noted, including 
broken surfaces, drainages, 


etc and specified how the Town 
Engineer felt that the repairs 
should be made.
